JOINT MATHEMATICS PROGRAM ESTABLISHED 
BY CATHOLIC, GEORGETOWN, AND GEORGE WASHINGTON 

A (joint mathematics program between Catholic, Georgetown, and 
George Washington Universities was agreed upon today, October 10, 1972, 
by the three institutions' academic vice presidents: Dr. C. J. Nuesse, 
Executive Vice President and Provost, Catholic University; Father Aloysius 
P. Kelley, Acting Vice President for Academic Affairs, Georgetown University; 
and Dr. Harold F. Bright, Provost and Vice President for Academic Affairs, 
George Washington University. 

The program, which is to begin in the fall semester of 1973, has been 
worked out under the aegis of the Consortium of Universities of the 
Washington Metropolitan Area. 

The variety of courses in mathematics which will now be open to 
graduate students will be greatly expanded by the program. Over the 
first three years, some 75 different courses will be available. Existing 
courses will be maintained. Among the categories of courses which are 
scheduled for expansion are applied mathematics and analysis. 

Location of the program will rotate between the three institutions 
during the first three years. It will be at George Washington the first 
year. Catholic University the second year, and Georgetown the third year. 

The rotation will continue on this schedule.

An unrestricted direct grant of $4500 has been awarded to The George
